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Introduction 



■between 1975 and 1982, the average size of all new 
houses and apartment units built in the United Stales 
dropped from 1,626 to 1,449 square feet—a toss of over 
five percent of critical living space. During roughly the 
same period (1976 to 1984), the average cost of a new 
home more than doubled, from $43,340 to $89,400. And 
because of that increase, homeowners and tenants now 
devote more than t h i rty perce nt of t heir i ncomes to pay- i 
ing for t he roofs over their heads, as op posed to rough fy ' 
one quarter just ten years ago. As Joan Kron so aptly ! 
puts it in Home-Psych, her fascinating treatment of the 
psychology of home decoration, 'The right to a place 
of your own is a luxury this country can no longer in¬ 
clude in the gross national promise." 

Because of the growing costs of shrinking space, 
more and more people are being forced to share living 
quarters not large enough for the purpose. Graduates 
who once would have moved away from home the 
minute the ink was dry on the parchment must now re¬ 
main with their parents or squeeze into tiny apartments 
with too many roommates. Young married coupies are 
finding it prohibitively expensive to add on or move to 
larger quarters as their children grow Retirees trying 
to juggle fixed pensions against an ever-rising cost of

living find that their only option is to unove in with their 
adult children, who then must tackle the thorny problem 
of making adequate room for them. Even those fortunate 
enough to have suitable housing usually find that their 
possessions increase with the same tenacity as out¬ 
dated newspapers while their available space remains 
stubbornly the same 

Short of enlarging your present home, ruthlessly 
discarding treasured acquisitions, or finding a larger 
place, there is still much you can do to allieviate your 
space crunch, no matter what its nature And you neednt 
hi re a design consultant to help If you must cope with 
a sardine-can kitchen, yet tike to prepare gourmet meals 
from time to time, there are appliances and accessories 
scaled to fit in minimal space whose performance is up 
to the standards of even a master chef. If your off-season 
clothes and linens are crammed under the bed, a new 
closet system or set of modular storage pieces can 
transform the chaos to order. If youve recently begun 
to work at home and despair of ever finding a place to 
put your desk and papers, a folding desk and roiling 
fife cabinet might be the answer. In shorty whatever your 
space problem, you should find one or more potential 
solutions in the pages of Portable Furnitufe. 

What you won’t find in this book are common solu¬ 
tions: dime-a-dozen convertible sofas and flimsy folding 
chairs and tables. Each of the pieces illustrated here 
has been selected for inclusion on the bas^sof several 
criteria; its space-saving design, its utility, and its quali¬ 
ty. Flexibility is paramount, whether in a folding tea cart, 
a coffee table that hides an extra bed, a weatherproof 
slacking chair, or a set of canisters that looks equally 
handsomeplacedonacountertoporhungfromarack 
under the kitchen cabinet. 

For the sake of convenience, Portable Furnitare is ar- 
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ranged by chapters according to general type of f jr^ 
niture, making it easy to find the subject of greatest in¬ 
terest to you, whether it be chitdren’s furnishings, shetv^ 
ing, or a sectional sofa. Yet many of the pieces are so 
useful and of such classic design that they could well 
be used in several different areas—a sleek outdoor table 
in the dining room, for instance, or a child's bed with 
trundle in the study that has to double as a guest room. 
So browse at your leisure; chances are you'll find a 
number of portable furnishings that are exactly right for 
your needs. 

To facilitate your locating the manufacturer or retailer 
who carries each piece once you have made your selec¬ 
tion, youli find that all suppliers' names appear in bold 
type the fi rSt t i me th ey are menti o ned i n t he deso ri ption ' 
of a particular item-. An alphabetical list of those sup¬ 
pliers, with their addresses, telephone numbers, and ' 
any charge for literature, begins on page 179. The in- I 
dex which concludes the book will guide you to ail the 
offerings included for each supplier.

ntil the sixteenth century, chairs were reserved 
for the nobility and the clergy; the common folk had to 
be content sitting on chests, benches, and stools. But^ 
even as early as the twelfth century, portable chairs were 
being mada One documented example, owned by the 
Abbott of Glastonbury, was an armchair that was a 
precursor of modern knock-down furniture; it could be 
taken apart so that its owner could bring it with him when 
he traveled to less civilized areas of England, Since most 
early chairs were made of massive pieces of oak, 
however, even the “portable” ones must have been 
heavy and therefore difficult to lug about, 

Today even the tightest budget can stretch to include 
a few selections from the staggering array of seating 
that is available And though many of today's chairs— 
including rectiners and some upholstered armchairs— 
are too large and heavy to maneuver easily, there are 
plenty of choices left for those to whom space or mobili¬ 
ty, or both, is paramount. Nor are the selections limited 
to oak and other hardwoods, although they are still 
popular materials. Handsomely designed contem¬ 
porary chairs are made of aluminum and steel, and 
some of the most portable are molded from space-age 
plastics that take ingenious—yet still comfortable- 
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forms. Folding chairs that collapse into mere inches for 
storage yet have no hinges to rust or disintegrate, stacks 
ing models that can be piled to near skyscraper heights, 
chairs that will move from living room to patio at a whim 
and wear well in either location—these are just a few 
of the many designs offered by modern manufacturers 
who are sensitive to the space limitations and practical 
considerations faced by many of their customers. 

Yet today’s home furnishing companies have not 
neglected the past masters of good design: among the 
newest offerings presented in this book is a classic 
Marcel Breuer folding chair that was first introduced in 
the 1920s but whose form remains fresh and contem- I 
porary in the 1980s.

lor^g run Because of their soiid conslruction and Eaok of hardware 
(no hinges rsguiFecl)c stacking chairs are sturdier. If rambunctious 
young children or teenagers are a part of your householdi you'll 
find that, on average, ttiis type of chair wifi last far longer and will 
take far more abuse than wilt its folding cousin. (Even the tiniest in^ 
fant has a hatwt of becoming a ctumsy adolescent almost before 
you know it,) As your needs change (and your square footage in^ 
creases), most slacking chairs can make the transition wilh grace, 
becoming permanent seating in the new dining room or in the 
den, but retaining their fiexibiiity when you need to pile them out 
of the way for (he annual open house.

educed to its lowest common denominator, the 
basic requirement for atabte is a flat, horizontal surface, 
raised some distance off the floor on which to put things. 
The ‘things” ranging from place settings for twelve to 
frozen dinners for two and from treasured antique col- 
I ect! bles to a microwave oven, dictate th e m inimum size 
ind height that a particular table should be to accom¬ 
modate them. Whether you are just beginning to fur¬ 
nish your first home, or have decicled to completely 
redecorate your present one, you II need different fables 
to serve different functions. Yet selecting one table for 
each of its potential uses, no matter how infrequent, can 
severely cramp your style—and your living space. For

example, ft's all very well to have a massive oak refec¬ 
tory table in a formal, capacious dining room, but it would 
look odd, and be highly impractical, on permanent 
display in a one-room apartment (unless you plan to 
sleep on it as well as eal off it), By the same token, you 
may want to prove your hospitably by offering each of 
your guests a small cocktail table to rest drinks and hors 
d'oeuvres upon, yet on the more frequent occasions 
when you're not entertaining, such a thoughtful ac¬ 
coutrement can really limit your maneuvering room. 



























Fortunately, contemporary furniture designers have 
taken such prodemsinto account and have solved them 
in interesting and innovative ways. Many of their crea^ 
tions, whether made of wood, metal, the newest 
polymers, or a combination of several materfats, are in^ 
ordir aiely practical and space-saving pieces of furniture 
Some fold compactly for storage until you need them 
(one particularly ingenious gate^leg table even hides 
four folding chairs when closed). Others can be expand¬ 
ed at will simply by inserting leaves or raising hinged 
flaps, Still others slack or nest, taking up little room as 
a set, but offering flexible, readily available solutions 
when extra table space is required. 

Wheels or casters make the lea cart or trolley an 
especially mobile type of table—and not just for display¬ 
ing the tea service Now there are carts made specifically 
for the heavier objects which have become basic to 
modern living—television sets, microwave ovens, and 
food processors among them—that roll such objects 
effortlessly from one location to another whenever 
necessary. Other trolleys are designed to accommodate 
lighter, though no Jess useful, objects: they will keep 
towels and sundries readily at hand in the bath or guest 
room, for instance, or make it easy to indulge yourself 
with a lazy breakfast by rolling the coffeepot and plate 
of croissants right up to the bed.

^nless you are a hopeless insomniac, the bed you 
select will be the item of furniture that you use the most 
regularly over a period of many years. It should therefore 
be chosen with great care and attention, not only to its 
style, but to the quality of its construction and to its 
durability Yel no matter how well made, a standard mat- 
tress and box spring combination is heavy and awkward 
to move, whether you just want to do the annual heavy 
cleaning or are being transferred to another town. It is 
also a space hog, taking up more proportional floor area 
than just about any other piece of furniture (with the 
possible exception of a treasured grand piano). 

Even if you have a wonderfully roomy bedroom and 
can select a luxurious queen- or king-size bed to put 
in it, there will probably be occasions when you would 
like to accommodate overnight or weekend guests But 
with available space generally at a premium, the living 
room or office at home may have to do double duty as 
a guest bedroom. (For ideas on how to enlarge the 
capacity of a child s bedroom, see Chapters), Fortunate¬ 
ly there are lots of alternati ves to the standard bed, alien 
natives that will not only provide a good night's sleep 
for you or your occasional visitors but serve other useful 
functions after the alarm goes off in the morning, 

















By far the most common chobe [sthe convertible sofa 
or sofa bod. This is one piece of furniture, however, that 
you definitely should nof stint on, especially if it will be 
used on a daily basis. Even if you only open it up for 
guests once in a great while, pick one that is sturdily 
made and that has a firm, comfortable mattress. Cheap 
sofa beds may save money in the short run, but they 
will do nothing for your—or,your guest's—back or 
temper You might, instead, opt for a light, portable 
Japanese futon, which goes from chair to bed at the 
flick of a wrist. Or choose a total storage system which 
provides a fold-down bed plus lots of space for clothes 
and collectibles, though it juts out only a foot or so from 
the wall. Or select a well-upholstered easy chair aiways 
a welcome addition to any living area, but even more 
welcome if it hides a bed that can be utilized at a mo¬ 
ment’s notice. Or pick a coffee table that does double 
duly as a queen-size bed. Any one of these options will 
allow you the regular use of a great deal of floor space 
that would be permanently lost with the addition of a i 
standard bed.

Whether you are m the marKet for a corivertibte sofa or tryn.dfe 
bed because your tiny living quarters-canl accommodate the

The spare, minifna] lifestyle favored by the Japanese has become 
increasirgty popular in the West; nowhere is lhal populanty more 
evident than in ihe use of the fulon, which is now widely available 
in North America. Light and easy to move from place to place, rt 
can be used es a chair, a chaise longue, or a bed. fngenious built- 
in ratcheted- frames allow its emptoymeni in all three ways without 
any addilional supportmig structure, but separate frames are of¬ 
fered that will accommodate the mattresses if you prefer to have 
something beiv^en you arrd the floor. By contrasl, the platform 
bed is generally a large and cumbersome piece of lurnilure, 
usually composed of one or two solid hard^vood forms which are 
difficult to maneuver.

Sofas, Love Seats, and 

Benches 




ilh the exception of a confirmed hermit or 
we human beings are a gregarious lot. Even if we plan 
to live alone, chances are that one of the first items of 
furniture we purchase will be a sofa or day bed that can 
accommodate several people in comfort whenever the 
need arises. And because such furniture is usually quite 
sizeable and not inexpensive, we wilt select it with special 
care and with itsoveraJI proportions and their suitability 
to the space tor which itte intended kept firmly in mind. 
Once that selection fs nade, other furnishings (occa¬ 
sional chairs, carpeting, tables, and lamps among them} 
can be chosen to complement it. 

To those of us for whom space and mobility are para¬ 
mount. a three- or four-cushion sofa will not be a prac¬ 
tical choice^ unless it hides a comfortable bed that gives 
it a second use. The multiple seating selections in this 
chapter, therefore, do not include large single units, 
though many of the manufacturers included can supply 
sofas in the same designs as the love seats or sectionals 
featured Smalfer-scaied and thus more portable 
modular sofas, love seats, and benches can provide am¬ 
ple sealing without overpowering a too-small room or 
taking up more than their fair share of floor area. In ad¬ 
dition, such pieces can be easily moved lo a new spot

without undue difficulty, whether you plan to relocate 
them across the room or acrfe the country. Their 
smaller size makes them more flexible, as well, giving 
you more than one choice of placement and the luxury 
to rearrange the room if need or desire dictates. 

Certainly the most flexible of multiple seating choices 
available today is the moduler^pr sectional sofa. Many 
styles are available in several different modules, from 
straight-backed armless units to corner or one-armed 
pieces, enabling you to select a combination to fit your 
requirements. Some of the modules are curved, some 
angular. All give you the option of designing an individual 
arrangement that is exactly right for your room. 

You can also choose from a wide variety of love seats, 
day beds, and benches. Generally designed to seat at 
least two people with plenty of elbow room between 
them, each can be used singly or In groups as your re- 
qutremenls demand, providing cozy seating in living 
room or den. Most of the benches are compact enough 
to fit comfortably in the front hall or entrance way, but 
light enough to move to the living room or the dining 
room table when you need additional seating.

■ here are hundreds of thousands of people through* 
out North America for whom a 9 to 5 office job is 
anathema. Yet practical considerations usually dictate 
that the rent and utility bitls be paid* And there are 
thousands of others who must start to earn extra income 
to help support the ever-increasing cost of living, but 
for whom an outside Job may not be possible because 
of other responsibilities. For all of those people an of¬ 
fice at home is a necessity of daily life Chances are that 
the rest of us need a quiet space in which to balance 
the checkbook, prepare the tax return, and organize ! 
the pile of bills (paid or unpaid) which accumulates so | 
rapidly. Yet many office su ppty com panies feature desks 
and other work units more appropriate for a boardroom 
than for the corner of the living room or spare bedroom 
that has to be commandeered for the job.

m^o you collect books? Records? Tapes for your 
new VCR? Porcelain figurines? Even if you aren't ac¬ 
quisitive by nature and are relatively scrupulous about 
shedding unwanted or outmoded items, you have prob' 
ably found that the objects of daily fife tend to aocumuiate 
at an alarming rate, increasing in Inverse proportion to 
your available space and your wallet. Once^commo- 
dious shelves overflow and the resulting clutter spreads 
to areas that you had intended to maintain in Spartan 
order. Especialiy if you're an incorrigible pack rat, you 
may think that the situation^is hopeless. But it neednt 
be, Nor do you have to spend a major part of your 
household budget on custom made shelving and 
cabinets. 

Contemporary furniture designers are creating im¬ 
aginative and effective systems to display and store the 
objects we are passionate about, wh ile rem ai n ing alert ! 
to budgetary considerations and aesthetics. One result 
of thar efforts is a wide range of interchangeable cabinet 
and shelving components flexible enough to accom¬ 
modate anything from a spare coat closet to a complete 
sound and video system, Another Is the availability of 
portable open shelves that can be set up or knocked 
down according to need. Whether you prefer the con- 
















temporary took oi white enamel or a more traditional 
oak or walnut veneet you can select a complete wall 
system—or just one unit—that Is right for any room. 

Among the most versatile designs available are 
modular systems which can be stacked ad infinitum. 
Most begin with a basic cube, to which can be added 
shelves, drawers, and doors in endless combinations. 
One of the major benefits of such systems is that the 
irrdividual components are generally quite compact, 
enabling you to arrange them in a configuration that is 
a perfect fit for the space you have available. Another 
is their flexibility: should you move, or should you want 
to rearrange your floor plan, the cubes can be shifted 
at wi II.

M ost wi del y avai table are open 
shelves that depend from vertical supports attached to 
the walk A series of horizontal brackets isclipped to the 
supports at random intervals to accommodate the 
shelves Such an option is extremely flexible: you could^ 
for instance, install a single shelf over a doorway, run 
a group from floor to ceiling, or select any other com¬ 
bination that makes sense for the wail space you have 
to work with. The width, depth, and height of the shelves

hiJe a glass-front china closet, open wall sys¬ 
tem, or booNsheli makes an effective display of the 
treasures you want the wortd to see. there are many more 
practical^ but perhaps less decorative, items you need 
from day to day that must be stored In some other 
fashion. Ideally, you'll already have found niches for all 
of them, including the kitchen utensils, household tools, 
garden supplies, currenl and off-season clothing, linens, 
and accessories. But since it isnt an ideal world, it's prob¬ 
able that there are storage areas in your home or apart¬ 
ment that could use some reorganization. And if you 
are among the majority, you don't have sufficient storage 
space to begin with. 

The primary concern may beyour clothes closets—or 
lack of them. If you have no budget limitations, you can 
hire one of the many excellent companies that specialize 
in custom systems tailored to fit your closets and all of 
the gear that must be stored in them. Or you can have 
a storage wail made especially for an appropriate room, 
While these options are good ones for homeowners, 
they generally result in permanent installations that have 
to be left behind if you move (they could add to the value 
of your home when you sell it, and most cant be adapted 
easily to fit in a new location). Luckily, there are many 
companies that offer both freestanding and easily in¬ 
stalled closet systems flexible enough to move if you do 
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and to double your available closet space in tbe 
meantime 

Once you have f ully utilized you r clothes closets, you 
might want io cast a critical eye on other areas of your 
home. If you dont have sufficient cabinet space in your 
kitchen or bathroom (and who does?), you can augment 
it with some of the clever wall, door, or extra shelf com¬ 
ponents on the market, If eittra shelving isn't the only 
answer to making your kitchen functional, you might 
want to consider one or more of the compact appliarxjes 
specifically designed to save space (see Chapter 10) 

If your gardening equipment, leisure gear, and 
hou seh old tools tend to wi n d u p i n a jum ble o n th e floe r 
of the garage basement, or utility room, you can bring 
o rder to th e chaos — and not by d ri vi n g a bunch of nails 
into a convenient stud or two. There are flexible metal 
rack systems designed to hold all the gadgets you find 
essential to keeping your house or yard In order Any 
one of them can be installed with only a few screws Or 
masonry fasteners. Once you have the racks in place, 
you can rearrange the equipment as often as you like, 
using clip-on hooks specifically designed to hold the 
barbeque set, hedge clippers, lawn chairs, screwdrivers, 
and all the other paraphernalia vital to your do-it-yourself 
urges and/Or to the enjoyment of your leisure time. Some 
of the rack systems even include wire shelves that can 
hold extra plant pote, fertilizer; peatmoss, and bug spray. 

There is a modular storage unit designed to accom¬ 
modate everything from a bicycle to a case of soda, a 
soccer ball, or a box of laundry detergent. In short, no 
matter what oddly-shaped or awkward item you want 
to put neatly in ils place, there is probably a ready-made 
storage component to do the job, since contemporary 
manufacturers seem able to anticipate our needs almost 
before we da 
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Closet Systems and Wardrobes 


The standard clothes closet, with its lone shell above a eingle gar¬ 
ment rod, rs a poorly ctesrgned space that irwiies disorganizaEion. 
All of the cEothmg, regardless of length, can be hung poly from 
Ibe one rod, leaving much of the space beneath cpgo to waste. 
Shoes wind up in a jumble on fhe floor with surtoases and icar- 
ryalfs lhai may not be needed for months.

m I newborn's needs are simple ones: nourishment, 
a few tiny layettes, a basinette, and a regular change 
of d i s posabi e d i apers wil I serve very wel I fo r t he first few 
months of life—along with lots of tender care, of course. 
Yet as a baby grows, so do the number of objects 
necessary to both its physical and emotional welfare. 
Everything from the bed to the storage pieces to the 
chairs will have to change as the child matures, if your 
budget won't be stretched to the breaking point by 
replacing most of the child’s furniture several times dur¬ 
ing the stages of his life you can start with a crib and 
a changing table, then trade them in for a toddler bed 
and a few drawers, and finally bring in an adult-size bed, 
bureaus, a desk, and bookshelves when homework 
becomes a nightly event. For those of us who donl have 
unlimited capital however, there are alternatives— 
furniture selections flexible enough to grow with Ihechild 
or children who will be using them. 

Among the most ingenious designs offered by 
children's furniture manufacturers today are beds 
engineered to grow from toddler size to adult length 
simply by adding an extra section of mattress. More 
commonly available are sturdily made, well designed 
bunks that offer sleeping room for twochildren (oreven 
three, with the addition of a trundle), and can be taken 
apart to use as twin beds when the kids are ready tor 
a more sophisticated look. High trundle beds can be 
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even more flexible: some contain lots of storage beneath, 
including desks that can be puJIed out when it's time 
to do the math assignment. Such pieces can be es¬ 
pecially helpful when more than one child has to share 
a cramped room. 

Children's needs for adequate storage space to hold 
treasures and clothes are no less important than those 
oi adults. Surely one of the admonishments most often 
passed from parent to child is some variation on the 
theme "clean up your room." While it is certainly a good 
idea for children lo learn how to organize their belong¬ 
ings, this responsibility can be made morefun than work 
if the storage components are specifically designed with 
a child in mind. Brightly colored cubes can hold toys 
and books just as easily as standard shelves; canvas 
wall pockets can help lo keep socks and underwear in 
good order. Both are not only practical, but provide im^ 
aginative decorations, as well. Modutar storage systems 
can be augmented as required to hold both a toddler's 
games and an adolescent's record collection. There are 
even freestanding closet systems, made with children 
jn mind, with clothes rods just the right height for tiny 
hands to reach. 

When it comes to providing flexible children's furniture, 
contemporary designers have not neglected any basic 
items—even chairs are made to be useful through 
several stages of a child's growth. One particularly in¬ 
genious model is a toddler’s armchair that can be used 
at three different heights merely by flipping it over to a 
different position. Another is a high chair that becomes 
a desk and chair just the right size for a kindergartner. 

All of the children's furnishings presented in this 
chapter, no matter their style, mate rials, or function, share 
one common feature: they are designed to withstand 
years of the kind of abuse only children can dish out. 
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When It comes to choosing a bed for a child, you will probably be 
looking (or a prece of furniture tbal is as rugged as it is comlbft- 
able And unless money is no c^iion^ youII vvani lo select a style 
that Will still be appropriate when your toddler becomes an 
adolescent. Anoiher consideration, wheihef Of riot you plan to 
enlarge your family, might belo provide room for the small guesi i- 
who is sure to be invited to stay occasfonalfy. 'ybi sirwe your child's 
room IS probably the smaltea: bedroom in your homo, you may 
have to choose a bed or set of beds that wont usurp too much 
space. Bunks a/e one option, oF course, and there are many 
models to choose from, just a few of which are fealursd on these 
pages. But (here are other poasibfliEres, including trundles and lolt 
beds ingeniously designed to fake up a minimum amount of the 
floor area that should be left free for other activities.

mong the most pleasant places to relax on a 
steamy August afternoon is the broad, sheltered veranda 
of an old-fashioned house Such an idyllic location calls 
for the appropriate furnishings: wicker or wrought-iron 
tables to hold a pitcher of lemonade or iced tea, and 
we 11-cushioned chairs in which to laze white sipping a 
cool drink. Yet the generously proportioned furniture 
suitable for a wide Victorian porch would look totally out 
of place on the narrow balcony or pocket^handkerchlef 
pat io which is often the onl y ou idoor I Mng a rea append' 
ed to a contemporary home or apartment.

Contemporary manufacturers are empioy- 
ing space-age materials in the construction of stylish, 
comfortable furnishings that can be left out on the lawn 
or patio all summer long without detriment.

you have critically reviewed your living 

space and chosen lurnilure and storage pieces de^ 
signed to make the most of it. you might find that you 
need still more room. But before you decide that the | 
only option is to add on or move on. consider some less 
costly alternatives. 

Just about every home and apartment, no matter how 
tiny, comes equipped with a stove and a refrigerator | ' 
These two appliances, along with the sink, often take 
up so much kitchen space that there's little or no room 
left for counters and cabinets If your kitchen is a tiny 
one, you might want to think about replacing the old 
behemoths that are cramping your style with smaller 
scaled, yet equally servicable, appliances such as the 
ones featured on the next few pages. Should you be 
faced with creating separate living quarters in your home 
for another family member out of space that seems less 
than adequate, a compact, one-piece unit such as those 
offered by King Refrigerator might fill the bill. Major ap 
pliance manufacturers otter sealed^down dishwashers 
that can be fitted into much less space than their larger 
cousins, along with the more common portable units 
that can be rolled up to the sink after dinner, then placed 
in a corner when not needed. If you are heartily sick 
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of constant trips to the iaundromat and tfustraling 
searches for the right change once you get there, there 
are washer/dryer units available that can be fitted into 
aclosetoran underutilized corner (Ingenious designs 
permit many of the dryers to be installed on an interior 
wall, as they are self-venting and require no outside 
connection.) 

It there are items you can't put m the dryer, or if you 
don’t have a dryer, you might appreciate having a useful 
laundry rack that fits snugly over the bathtub and col* 
lapses neatly once the clothes are dry. An extra towel 
rack that fol ds agai nsl th e wal I wh en it's not in u se m Ig ht 
also be a handy appurtenance for bath or kitchen, 
especially when you're expecting overnight guests. And 
If there isn't sufficient closet space available for your 
guests’ clothes, consider a knock-down valet or clothes 
tree that can be set up in minutes and stashed away 
compactly until the next visit 

There are many other accessories, ranging from tools 
to recreation equipment, that are designed w'rth portabili¬ 
ty and utility in mind. Folding screens suitable for every 
decor from Victorian to postmodern can create an in¬ 
stant wall to improve an unwieldy floor plan, hide an un¬ 
sightly mess, or provide extra privacy. A slepiadder that 
telescopes to a sliver for storage; an i ngenious little fan 
that screws into a common light-bulb socket; even a 
folding exercise bicycle—these are among the current 
offerings from manufacturers sensitive to the space 
crunch that is affecting so many of us.
